- Receiving Members 

We are now going to give 
an opportunity for those who 
wish, that they may identify 
themselves with the Church of 
God. We consider the Church 
of God the greatest institution 
on earth, also we consider that 
it is the only institution with 
which we need to be identified. 
In order to become a 
member of the Church of God 
we must turn away from all 
man-made orders, lodges, un- 
ions, etc. We must abstain 
from tobacco in any form, that 
is we are not to chew, dip or 
smoke it, neither are we to raise 

-or sell it. 

We are also required-to~ab- 
stain from strong drink, like 
tobacco we are not to make or 
sell it. Neither are we to drink 
other dopes as found at the cold 
drink stands. We are to shun 
the very appearance of evil — 

We are not to wear gold for 
ornament or decoration. See 
minutes. 

We are not to swear or take 
oath. See minutes. 

Our members are expected to 
pay tithes of their income, yet 
it has never been made a com- 
pulsory act by the Assembly for 
the laity to pay tithes, yet we 
believe that every true, loyal 
member will pay tithes. 

Every minister is supposed to 
pay tithes, he promised to do 
this before he was made a min- 
ister, and his credentials were 
granted on these conditions. 

If you have more than one 
companion you should confer 
with the minister in charge be- 
fore you present yourself for 
membership with the Church of 
God, there are conditions, on 
which some, having two com- 
panions, may become members.

Jesus Christ is the nobleman 
that went into a far country to 
receive’ for Himself a kingdom 
and to return. Luke 19:12. He 
said, if I go away I will come 
again. Nearly 1900 years have 
passed since He went away. 
Civilized nations count the roll- 
ing years and they are looking 
for Him to come again. Not long 
ago an astronomer said that we 
may look for the man of Galilee 
to appear. Matt. 24 tells us of 
many things to happen in the 
last days just before His com- 
ing. We will try to name some 
of them. 

In 1917, God broyght to pass 
one of the most wonderful ful- 
fillments of His Word in the last 
days, when Jerusalem was tak- 
en from the hands of the Turks, 
and put into the hands of the 
Christians. (General Allenby 
entered the gates of Jerusalem 
without the firing of a gun). 
The Jews had prayed for that 
day to come. Three weeks af- 
ter the city was taken the He- 
brew flag was placed on the 
tower of David with the morn- 
ing star in it; it waved for the 
first time in 18 centuries. Since 
that time, millions have re- 
turned. 


The times of the Gentiles are 
drawing to a close, the fig tree 
is putting forth leaves, we know 
that summer is nigh. The fig 
tree is the Jewish nation and 
when the time comes, the Gen- 
tile’s time will close. Jesus said 
nation shall rise up against na- 
tion, kingdom against kingdom; 
famines and pestilences and 
earthquakes. These signs are 
in the earth today, fulfilling the 
words of the Son of man. 

In 1923, Sept. 1, Japan was 
swept by typhoon earthquake 
and fire; never seen in history 
anything like it. Hundreds of 
thousands of lives were lost. 
The cries of the wounded and 
dying were terrible. A few min- 
utes after the first shock the 
City of Yokohama was in a 
blazing mass of ruins, the 
third largest city in the world. 
Millions, homeless lost their 
lives in the fire. The greatest 
recorded earthquake was in 
Kansaw Province, China. The 
Chinese said the mountains 
walked, the earth opened and 
shut. Whole towns swept away; 
thousands of people burned to 
death, 200.000 were lost. The
